Nevertheless, the partial 
summary and analysis now 
available for agricultural sub- 
sidies is of considerable - in- 
terest, for it shows how the 
system works and how little 
its eventual effects have been 
foreseen.

Subsidies for 
agricultural products are paid 
by the Ministry of Agriculture 
and by the Ministry of Com- 
merce without any effective 
coordination of policies. 

Some of them are paid in 
eash, other in kind, eg. by 
allowing farmers to get fer- 
tilizers or fodder at reduced 
prices, in Which case they 
may use these commodities 
for production (as intended) 
or sell them and realize pro- 
fits often out of proportion 
to the official “subsidy” milk 
powder is a recent, very to- 
pical case in point). 


System of Payments 
Some of the subsidies are 
paid to farmers directly ‘e.g.
